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crr-io  UGH  I  have  endeavoured  to  render  the 
following  catalogue  as  complete  as  poffibh,  I 
am  aware  of  the  poffibility  of  many  inaccuracies 
and  defeats  3  but  at  the  fame  time  I  am  confcious 
that  I fpared  no  labour  to  prevent  them' . 

I  have  chofen  an  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the 
plants ,  as  conftituting  an  Index  m oft  familiar  to  the 
generality  of  readers,  and  more  convenient  for  thofe 
who  may .  be  fond  of  horticulture ,  and  yet,  from  the 
urgency  of  other  avocations ,  may  not  be  converfant 
with  the  Jexual  J'yftem  of  Linnaeus  :  at  the  fame 
time,  I  have  not  totally  neglebled  botanical  arrange - 
ment 3  having  introduced  the  clafs,  order ,  genus , 
and  Englifh  name  of  each  fpecies  of  plant*  I  have 
alfo,  in  the  central  column,  fpecified  the  fituation  each 
requires,  by  the  letters  S  and  G  3  the  former  figni- 
fying  the  ftove  or  hot-houfe,  and  the  latter  the 
green-houje 3  and  occafionally  added  fuch  notes  as 
the  fubjeft  appeared  to  require .  Many  rare  and 
curious  plants,  it  is  well  known,  are  natives  of  the 
Eaft  Indies 3  and  throughout  the  Indian  Archipe¬ 
lago,  as  well  as  upon  the  Coaft  of  Coromandel,  the 
Malay  language  is  either  fpoken  or  underftood ; 

* 

this  has  induced  me,  where  I  was  capable  of  doing 
it,  to  add  the  names  of  certain  plants  in  this  lan¬ 
guage,  as  a  likely  method  of  enabling  the  inquifitive 
traveller  to  dij cover  more  readily  and  certainly  the 
objeli  of  his  enquiries',  and,  to  avoid  repetition,  Ma¬ 
lay  is  denoted  by  the  letter  M  added  to  fuch  notes . 

I  formerly  drew  up,  I  may  add  with  Dr* 
FothergilVs  approbation  at  leaf,  fome  Directions 
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for  bringing  over  feeds  and  plants  from  dijlant 
countries ,  which  I  think  not  altogether  inapplicable 
in  this  place-,  and ,  to  render  thefe  directions  more 
intelligible  and  ufeful,  I  have  annexed  an  engrav¬ 
ing  of  boxes  adapted  to  the  purpcfe  of  conveying 
plants  and  receiving  feeds  in  vegetation . 

The  gardens  of  the  curious  have  already  been 
enriched  with  many  valuable  acquifitions  from  dif- 
tant  countries ;  but  many  attempts  alfo  to  introduce 
feveral  other  plants  equally  rare,  have  been  un- 
fuccefsfully  made,  owing  to  the  bad  fate  of  the 
feeds  or  plants  when  firft  procured,  or  the  method 
cf  difpofing  of  them  during  long  voyages  and  fuch 
accidents  as  the  utmoft  precaution  cannot  prevent. 

For  thepurpofe  of  tranfportation,  ripe  feeds  Jhould 
be  chofen ,  which  have  been  collected  in  dry  wea¬ 
ther,  and  kept  dry  without  expofing  them  to  fun - 
fhine  ;  and  internally  they  floould  be  plump,  white, 
and  moift . 

(a)  They  may  be  preferved  by  rolling  each  in  a 
coat  of  yellow  bees-wax,  about  half  an  inch  thick  ; 
and  afterwards  a  number  of  thefe,  thus  prepared, 
may  be  put  into  a  chip-box,  which  is  to  be  filled 
with  melted  bees-wax,  not  made  too  hot :  the  out- 
fide  of  the  box  may  then  be  wafloed  with  a  folution 
of  fublimate  mercury  *,  and  kept  during  the  pajfage 

*  Sublimate  tnercury  is  the  moft  effe  finally  dtffolved  in  the 
acid  of  fea  fait ;  one  drop  cf  which  will  diffolve  one  grain  of 
mercury ,  which  will  afterwards  mix  with  water.  One 
drachm  of  fublimate  will  be  fujficient  for  half  a  pint  cf  water. 

- - Cor  refuse  fublimate  may  likewife  be  difolved  in  a  Jaturated 

folution  of  fal  ammoniac  in  water ,  one  ounce  of  which  will  difi 
five  twenty  fcruples  of fublimate.

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i)i  a  cool  airy  place.  In  this  manner  tea  feeds ,  the 
jiones  of  mangoes ,  <2/7^  all  hard  nuts  and  legumi -» 
770/7J  feeds  in  general ,  may  he  prepared. 

(b)  Inftead  of  putting  f mall  feeds  in  bees -wax , 

they  may  he  enclofed  in  paper  or  cotton  which  has  been 
firft  fteeped  in  melted  bees  -w  ax ,  then  placed  in  lay  A 

ers  in  a  chip  box,fome  of  which  may  be  filled  as  before 
with  melted  bees-wax.  Pulpy  feeds,  as  thofe  of  fir  aw- 
berries ,  mulberries ,  arbutufes ,  may  be  fqueezcd 

together  and  dried,  and  then  put  into  the  cerate  pa¬ 
per  or  cotton  above-mentioned.  I  lately  received 
feeds  of  the  Mimcfa  Japonic  a,  and  JEfchinomine 
Movers,  from  the  Eaft  Indies,  enclofed  in  linen  that 
had  been  fteeped  in  bees-wax,  and  thefe feeds  appeared 
as  frejh  as  when  fir  ft  c  oil e  lied. 

(c)  fhe  fmall  feeds,  when  dried,  may  be  mixed 
with  a  little  dry  fand,  put  into  the  cerate  paper  or 
cotton,  and  packed  in  glafs  bottles ,  which  are  to  be 
well  corked ,  and  covered  with  a  bladder  or  leather  *. 
j Vhefe  bottles  may  be  put  into  a  keg,  box,  or  any  other 
veffel,  filled  with  four  parts  of  common  fait,  two  of 
faltpetre,  and  one  part  of  fal  ammoniac,  in  order  to 

*  This  may  be  compared  with  what  Dr.  Hawkefworth  oh~ 
ferves  in  his  Voyages,  vol  ii.  p  123.  sc  On  the  10th  I  put 
*c  fome  feeds  cf  melons ,  and  ether  plants ,  into  a  fpot  of  ground 
te  which  had  been  turned  up  for  the  purpofe  :  they  had  all  been 
s%  fealed  up,  by  the  perfon  of  whom  they  were  bought,  in  fmall 
ee  bottles,  with  rofn ,  but  none  of  the?n  came  up  except  mufard ;

(<  air.”  Some  feeds  which  I  received  from  North  America ^ 
enclofed  in  corked  bottles ,  have  fince  been  fawn,  and  germi » 
nated. 
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keep  the  feeds  cool,  and  preferve  their  vegetative 
power . 

'The  following  methods ,  which  are  attended  with 
lefs  trouble ,  have  been  alfo  found fuccefsful :  {yl)  feeds 
and  nuts,  in  their  pods,  may  be  enclcfed  in  linen  or 
writing-paper ,  and  put  into  canifters ,  earthen  jars, 
fnuff-boxes,  or  glafs  bottles ;  the  interftices  between 
the  parcels  of  feeds  Jhould  be  filled  with  whole  rice, 
millet,  panic,  wheat-bran,  or  ground  Indian  corn 
well  dried.  To  prevent  any  injury  from  infects,  a 
little  camphor,  fulphur ,  or  tobacco,  fhould  be  put 
into  the  top  of  each  cannifter  or  veffel,  and  their 
covers  well  fecured,  to  exclude  the  admiffion  of  the 
external  air . 

(e)  The  feeds,  well  dried,  may  be  put  into  a  box, 
not  made  too  clofe ,  upon  alternate  layers  of  mofs,  in 
fuch  a  manner  as  to  admit  the  feeds  to  vegetate,  or 
fhoot  their  fmall  tendrils  into  the  mofs.  In  the 
voyage  the  box  may  be  hung  up  at  the  roof  of  the 
cabin,  and  when  the  fjip  is  at  the  place  of  her 
deftination ,  the  feeds  fhould  be  put  into  pots  of 
mould,  or  boxes,  with  a  little  of  the  mofs  alfo  about 
them,  on  which  they  had  lain. 

Seeds  preferved  after  the  manner  (e),  as  well  as 
that  of(d),  and  like  wife,  for  further fecurity,fome  of 
the  preceding  (a),  (b),  (c),  which  have  been  procured 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  may  be  examined  when  the  fisip 
arrives  at  St.  Helena  ;  and  fome  of  them ,  which 
appeat  in  a  fate  of  vegetation,  fioould  be  fown  in 
the  annexed  boxes  of  earth ,  between  the  growing 
plants,  as  many  forts  as  poffible  ;  fome  of  which  may 
fucceed  in  cafe  of  failure  of  the  plants . 
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More  of  the  fame  feeds  may  he  alfo  fown  after 
the  fhip  has  pajfed  the  ’Tropic  of  Cancer y  near  the 
latitude  of  thirty  degrees  north .  And  if  very  fmall 
hits  of  broken  glafs  are  mixed  with  the  earthy  or 
thrown  plentifully  over  its  furface  in  the  boxes,  it 
may  prevent  mice  or  rats  from  burrowing  in  ity 
and  deftroying  the  tender  roots  of  the  plants  and 
growing  feeds. 

In  whatever  method  our  feeds  have  been  pre- 
Jervedy  it  Jhould  be  a  conftant  precaution  to  fow 
them  as  foon  as  they  have  been  expofed  to  the  exter¬ 
nal  airy  otherwife  they  probably  will  never  vege¬ 
tate 

In  order  to  take  up  plants  or  jhrubs  advan- 
tageoujly,  that  are  to  be  tranfported ,  a  mattock 
and  a  fpade  jhould  be  provided  \  with  the  mattock 
a  fmall  trench  Jhould  be  opened  round  the  plant  in¬ 
tended  to  be  taken  up ;  the  fpade  jhould  then  be 
put  under  the  root ,  which  mujl  be  lifted  up  with  a 
very  large  ball  of  earth  furrounding  it ;  the  ball 
may  afterward  be  pared  carefully  with  a  knife , 

and  reduced  as  fmall  as  can  be  done  without 

/ 

wounding  any  of  the  larger  roots.  * 

Of  each  kind  the  youngeft  plants  of  f drubs  and 
trees y  that  can  be  found ,  jhould  be  taken  none  of 
them  f could  be  above  a  foot  high  >  as  young  plant i 
are  found  by  experience  to  bear  removing  much  bet - 
ter  than  old  ones. 

The  mojl  convenient  kind  of  boxes  for  the  con¬ 
veyance  of  plants  in  long  voyages y  are  made  about 
four  feet  longy  two  broad ,  and  two  deep ;  thefey 
when  half  filled  with  earthy  can  be  conveniently 
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carried  by  two  men  holding  the  rope  handles  fixed  to 
their  ends .  P.  i,  2 ,  3. 

The/e  Jhould  be  filled  about  half  full  of  mould, 
with  a  few  rotten  flicks  or  leaves  at  the  bottom , 
and  the  plants  intended  to  be  Jent ,  planted  in  it, 
as  foon  after  the  ftoip’s  arrival  as  pojfible .  When 
the  Jhip  is  about  to  Jail,  and  they  are  Jent  on  board * 
hoops  are  to  be  nailed  to  the  fides  of  the  box,  in  Juch 
a  manner,  that,  arching  over  it,  they  may  cover  the 
higheft  of  the  plants  \  Jmall  ropes  are  to  be  twifted 
between  theje,  in  the  form  of  a  net,  to  prevent  the 
dogs  or  cats  from  getting  at  them,  and  Jcratching 
them  up,  on  account  of  the  frejh  mould. 

For  each  box  Jo  hooped  and  netted,  provide  a 
canvas  cover,  which  may,  when  put  on,  entirely  pro¬ 
tect  it ;  and,  to  prevent  this  cover  from  being  loft  or 
mijlaid,  nail  it  to  one  fide,  and  fix  loops  or  hooks  to 
the  other ,  by  which  it  may  occafionally  be  faftened 
down . 

LThe  Captain  who  takes  charge  of  them ,  muft  be 
particularly  informed,  that  the  chief  danger  plants 
are  liable  to  in  fea-voyages,  is  occaftoned  by  the  mi¬ 
nute  particles  of  fait  water  with  which  the  air  is 
charged,  whenever  the  waves  have  white  frothy 
curls  upon  them ;  thefe  particles  fall  upon  the 
plants,  and,  quickly  evaporating ,  leave  the  fait  be¬ 
hind,  which,  choaking  up  the  pores,  prevents  perjpi - 
ration,  and  effectually  kills  the  plant ;  he  therefore 
Jhould  never  let  the  covers  be  off,  except  on  days 
when  the  wind  is  not  Jujficiently  high  to  beat  the 
water  up  into  what  the  Jeamen  cadi  white  caps.  He 
muft  not  keep  them  always  flout  up  during  the 

voyage ; 
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voyage  ;  for  if  he  dees,  they  will  mould  and  per  ip 
by  the  ftagnation  of  the  air  under  the  covers  and 
if  at  any  time ,  by  accident  or  neceffity ,  they  jhoidd 
have  been  expofed  to  the  wind  when  the  waves 
have  white  caps ,  he  mufl  be  defined  to  water  them 
well  with  frefio  water ,  fprinkling  all  the  leaves 
with  it,  to  wap  off  the  fait  drops  which  cover 
them .  In  this  manner  plants  may  be  brought  from 
almoft  any  diftance ;  many  come  from  China  every 
year  in  a  flouriping  ft  ate. 

If  it  is  convenient  to  the  Captain  to  give  up  a 
fmall  part  of  the  great  cabin  to  the  plants 3  this  is 
certainly  by  far  the  beft  ftation  for  them  ;  nor  are 
they  much  in  the  way ,  as  the  place  which  fails 
them  beft  is  clofe  to  the  ftern  windows  :  in  this  cafe 
they  need  not  be  furniped  with  their  canvas  covers ; 
and  they  may  frequently  have  air,  by  opening  the 
windows  when  the  weather  is  quite  moderate . 

When  the  naturalift  is  in  fear ch  of  vegetable 
productions ,  different  foils  and  fituations  ftoould  be 
examined ;  as  the  fea,  and  its  pores ,  deep  run¬ 
ning  waters,  dikes,  marpes ,  moors,  mountains, 

cultivated  and  barren  fields,  woods,  rocks ,  See. 

» 

afford  each  their  peculiar  plants ;  and  where- 
ever  any  are  collected,  the  particular  foil  and 
fituation  ftoould  be  remarked.  Sometimes  it  may 
prove  inconvenient  to  convey  the  plants  which 
may  be  dif covered,  when  it  would  not  be  fo 
to  fend  them  dried ,  in  the  fcr?n  of  a  hortus- 
ji ecus.  To  do  this  in  the  beft  manner,  and  to 
■make  their  ftalks,  leaves.  Sec.  lie  flat  and  fmoofh , 
the  plants  ftoould  be  gathered  in  a  dry  day, 

“  after 
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cc  after  the  fun  hath  exhaled  the  dew  taking  par- 
cc  ticular  care  to  collect  them  in  that  ft  ate  wherein 
<c  the  generic  and  Jpecific  characters  are  moft  con- 
<c  fpicuous ;  the  Jpecimens  jhould  he  Jujferedlo  lie 
ff  on  a  table  until  they  become  limber ,  and  then 
“  they  Jhould  be  laid  upon  a  pafteboard,  as  much 
<c  as  poftible  in  their  natural  form,  but  at  the  fame 
<c  time  with  a  particular  view  to  their  generic  and 
cc  Jpecific  characters  :  for  this  purpofe ,  it  will  be 
cc  advifeable  to  Jeparate  one  of  the  flowers ,  and  to 
“  difplay  the  generic  char  a  bier  :  if  the  Jpecific 
cc  character  depends  upon  the  flower ,  or  upon  the 
cc  root ,  a  particular  difplay  of  that  will  be  likewife 
c<  neceffary.  When  the  plant  is  thus  difpofed  upon 
“  the  pafteboard,  cover  it  with  eight  or  ten  layers 
<c  °f  fpongy  paper,  and  put  it  into  the  prefs  *.  Exert 

#  tc  'Che  prefs  may  be  prepared  by  the  following  directions . 
fC  Take  two  planks  of  a  wood  not  liable  to  warp ,  two  inches 
f<  thick ,  eighteen  inches  long ,  and  twelve  inches  broad .  Get 
(f  four  male  and  four  female  f crews ,  fuch  as  are  commonly  ufed 
for  fe  curing  fajh  windows .  Let  the  four  female  fcrews  be  let 
into  the  four  corners  of  one  of  the  planks ,  and  correfpond- 
“  ing  holes  made  through  the  four  corners  of  the  other  plank , 
e(  for  the  male  fcrews  to  pafs  through ,  fo  as  to  allow  the  two 
ft  planks  to  be  fcrewed  tightly  together.  It  will  not  be  amifs 
st  to  face  the  bearing  of  the  male  J crews  upon  the  wood  with

Where  the  convenience  of  this  prefs  is  not  at  hand ,  a  fuitable 
preffure  may  be  made  by  weights ,  or  any  heavy  body ,

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cc  only  a  /mail  degree  of  prejfure  for  the  firft  two 
“  or  three  days  ;  then  examine  it,  unfold  any  unna- 
cc  tural  plaits,  rectify  any  miftakes ,  and  after 
£C  putting  f ref o  paper  over  it,  J crew  the  prefs  hard- 
€c  er .  In  about  three  days  more ,  feparate  the 
cc  plant  from  the  pafieboard,  if  it  is  fujf  ciently 
cc  firm  to  allow  of  a  change  of  place  ;  put  it  upon 
ffC  a  frejh  pafieboard,  and,  covering  it  with  firefh 
i(  bloffom -paper,  let  it  remain  in  the  prefs  a  few 
4C  days  longer .  The  prefs  fhould  ft  and  in  the  fun- 
fhine,  or  within  the  influence  of  a  fire . 
cc  When  it  is  perfectly  dry,  the  ufual  method 
is  to  faften  it  down  with  pafte  or  gum -water  f, 
“  on  the  right-hand  inner  page  of  a  fheet  of  large

to  glue  the  plant  neatly  down,  fo  that  none  of 
tc  the  gum  or  pafte  may  appear  to  defile  the  paper .

f  te  A  fmall  quantity  cf  finely -powdered  arfenlc  or  ccrrofve 
s<  fublimate  is  ujually  mixed  with  the  pafe  or  gum-water ,  to 
ct  prevent  the  dev  aflat  ions  of  inf  efts  ;  but  the,  feeds  of  flaves  - 
tf  acre ,  flnely  povjdered,  will  anfwer  the  fame  pur pofe,  without 
st  being  liable  to  corrode ,  or  to  change  the  colour  of  the  more 
6t  delicate  plants

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ic  Some  'people  put  the  dried  plants  into  Jheets  of 
cc  writing  papery  without  faftening  them  down  at 
cc  all ;  and  others  only  faften  them  by  means  of 
fc  fmall  flips  of  paper y  pafled  acrofs  the  ftem  or 
“  branches. 

“  Another  more  expeditious  method  is3  to  take 
<c  the  plants  out  of  the  prefs,  after  the  fir  ft  or fecund 
cc  day  \  let  them  remain  upon  the  p aft eb oar d ;  cover 
cc  them  with  five  or  fix  leaves  of  blotting-paper 3 
<c  and  iron  them  with  a  hot  f moo  thing  irony  until 
<c  they  are  perfectly  dry :  if  the  iron  is  too  hot  it 
“  will  change  the  colours  \  but  fome  people,  taught 
cc  by  long  practice,  will fucceed  very  happily.  This 
“  is  quite  the  heft  method  to  treat  the  Orchis >  and 
“  other  flimy  mucilaginous  plants. 

“  Another  method  is,  to  take  the  plants  when 
cc  frefh  gathered ,  and3  inftead  of  putting  them  into 
“  the  prefSy  immediately  to  faften  them  down  to  the 
“papery  with  ftrong  gum -water ;  then  dip  a

The  impreflions « of  plants  well  taken  off  upon

«  The  fpirit  varnifo  may  he  made  of  a  quart  of  highly-redi - 
fed  fpirit  of  wine  ;  five  ounces  of  gum  Janciarach  ;  two  ounces 
of  tnafich  in  drops  ;  one  ounce  of  pale  gum  elemy ,  and  one  ounce 
of  oil  of  Jpike  lavender  :  thefe  are  to  fund  in  a  warm  place , 
and  he  fhook  frequently,  to  expedite  the  Jolution  of  the  gum.

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find  may  be  done  with  very  little  trouble .  For  this 
purpofe,  fome  'printer s  ink* ,  and  a  pair  of  printer  s 
boffes,fuch  as  are  ujed  for  laying  the  ink  on  types , 
are  necejfary .  sifter  rubbing  thefe  bcffes  with  a 
little  of  the  ink ,  lay  the  plant  betwixt  them ,  and 
prefs  it  fo  as  to  give  it  fuffcient  colour  ;  then  take 
the  plant  and  lay  it  carefully  on  a  Jheet  of  paper, 
and  prefs  it  with  the  hand,  to  give  the  imprejfion 
cf  the  plant  to  the  paper,  which  may  be  afterwards 
coloured  according  to  nature ;  a  piece  of  blotting- 
paper  may  be  placed  betwixt  the  plant  and  the 
hand,  to  prevent  the  latter  from  being  dirtied  by 
the  ink . 

But  the  on  oft  effectual  method  of fending  a  branch 
of  any  plant,  with  the  flowers  and  parts  of  fructi¬ 
fication  entire  and  perfect,  is  to  put  them  in  bottles 
of  brandy,  rum,  or  arrack. 

Corals,  corallines,  fponges,  &c.  inhabitants  of 
the  fea,  are  found  in  confiderable  variety  near  the 
coafts  of  iftands  and  continents,  particularly  in  hot 
climates.  Some  of  thefe  are  very  tender  and  brittle 
when  dry,  and  ftoould  therefore  be  carefully  packed 
up  in  fund,  in  order  to  keep  them  fteady,  or  placed 
betwixt  papers  in  the  manner  of  an  hortus  ficcus. 

In  hot  climates,  the  infeCts  are  very  rapacious ; 
and  I  have  fleen  the  fineft  fan-corals,  and  others 
of  a  Jo  ft  texture  when  fir  ft  taken  out  of  the  fea, 
almoft  devoured  by  ants ,  before  they  became  dry 
and  hard.  Fo  prevent  injuries  of  this  kind,  a  little

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powdered  ccrrofive  fublimate ,  arfenic,  or  Jiaves - 
be  fprinkled  upon  theje  productions. 

Some  of  the  /mall,  and  branches  of  the  large  ones ,

might  al/o  be  put  into  Jpirits ,  and  the  parts  of  them 
thereby  preferved  much  more  diftinCl ;  which  would 
ferve  greatly  to  illufirate  their  natural  hifiory .

Confult  Marf- 
den’s  ingenious  Hiftory  of  Sumatra,  juft 
publifhed,  p.  120.  &  feq.  Kaempferi  A- 
mcenitates,  p.773.  By  a  particular  pro- 
cefs,  Camphire  is  procured  in  a  liquid 
ftate,  refembling  oil,  and  is  much  ufed  by 
the  Sumatrans  in  ftrains,  fwellings,  and 
inflammations.  A  refpediable  Surgeon  in 
London  has  informed  me,  that  he  applied 


this  Camphire  oil  to  the  fcrophulous  glands 
of  a  child’s  neck,  foon  after  which  the  dif— 
ea!e  difappeared. 

c  Though  a  fpecies  of  Cinnamon  has 
been  introduced  into  the  French  Weft 
India  Iflands,  its  quality  is  fo  much  infe¬ 
rior  to  the  beft  Ceylon,  as  to  excite  a  fuf- 
picion  that  the  Weft  India  is  a  different 
fpecies.  In  Ceylon  it  is  called  Kurundu. 
In  the  Moluccas,  the  Illand  of  Batsjan, 
Java,  and  in  Borneo,  there  is  a  fpecies  of 
Laurus,  nearly  refembling  the  Cinnamon; 
it  has  more  of  the  flavour  of  Cloves  than  of 
Cinnamon,  and  is  perhaps  the  Cinnamon 
of  Guadaloupe,  &c.  In  Borneo  it  is  called 
Culitlawan.  Mr.  Le  Poivre  fays,  that 
Cochin-China  produces  Cinnamon,  though 
in  fmall  quantity,  yet  much  fuperior  in 
quality  to  the  Ceylon.

greafe,  which  is  produced  from  the  Styrax 
Aceris  folio,  or  Liquid  Amber  ftyraciflua  of 
Linnaeus,  Sp.  PI.  1418,  which  grows  in 
perfection  in  the  Floridas.  This,  Dr. 
Lewis,  in  his  Materia  Medica,  p.  353, 
fays,  might  be  applied  to  valuable  medi¬ 
cinal  purpofes,  Tl}e  French,  in  Du  Pratz’s 


Hiftory  of  Louifiana,  fpeak  with  rapture 
of  its  healing  qualities,  and  the  high  efteem 
it  is  in  among  the  Indians  of  Florida,  on 
account  of  its  virtues.  It  is  known  to  the 
Englilh  by  the  name  of  the  Sweet  Gum- 
tree ,  and  to  the  French  by  the  name  of 
Copalm.  This  we  can  have  genuine, 
whereas  the  Storax  from  the  Eaft  is  often 
adulterated.
